We have tried not to make too abrupt a change but rather a gradual one, 
An idea was first developed then tried for a minimum of three years to 
make sure it was given a fair trial, Each year that idea was restudied 
and changes were made where it was necessary. Too abrupt a change could 
put us back ten years, 


Some changes may seem more abrupt than others for there may be 
no way to ease them, One such occasion this year was the restricting 
of Honorary Members from participation in the Inspection without penalty, 
The loss of points was started several years back and was done primarily 
to show a Commandery the condition of its membership, This was defeated 
when Commanderies started electing Honorary Members wholesale, The hole 
was plugged by putting Honorary Members in their place. We did not ex- 
tend this to include Prelates because in many Commanderies, even some 
larger ones, the regular Prelate is an Honorary Member, Honorary Member- 
ship, if given, should be for services of helping, for this reason Master 
of Ceremonies were not included, According to the Constitution, an 
Honorary Member has no standing in a Commandery. 


_ The only way we can forge ahead is on the integrity of those we 
put in office to keep the faith with one another. Your Council Officers 
with the Grand Recorder and Grand Treasurer are the active working mem- 
bers of the team with the Past Grand Commanders and the members of the 
various Committees as the advisor part of the team. The minute we lose 
our continuity by someone of the Council Officers not going along with 
the overall program or by outside influences forcing their attention 
into a program that does not go along with them can cause only complete 
chaos, That is why our theme of WORKING TOGETHER, THINKING TOGETHER, 
SUCCEEDING TOGETHER means continued CONTINUITY AND UNITY in Templarys 
That is what we hope in time for the YORK RITE.
